NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 


Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6 — Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or 
over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
the  ensuing  May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein 
said  dog  is  kept  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar 
distinctly  marked  with  its  owner's  name,  and  bearing  attached  to 
said  collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number. 
Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or 
town  from  the  amount  received  from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen  of  each 
town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from  May  first  issue  a  warrant 
to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables  directing  them  to  proceed 
forthwith  either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  dogs  within  such  city 
or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint  against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof; 
and  any  person  may,  and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill 
or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and  wherever  found. 
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TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

[L.S.]     To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Cornish  in  the  County  of 
Sullivan  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Town  House  in  said  Cornish 
on  Tuesday,  the  Thirteenth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  and  to  close  at 
five  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing:  1 
Selectman  for  3  years,  1  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  3  years,  1  Library 
Trustee  for  3  years. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
Memorial  Day. 

5.  (a)  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  repair  and  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

(b)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
recommendation  and  resolution  of  the  committee  appointed  to  act 
on  Article  31  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Town  Meeting  in  regard 
to  the  formation  of  a  Cemetery  Association: 

Be  it  hereby  recommended  that  the  Town  do  form  a 
Cemetery  Department  or  Association  for  the  purpose  of  the  care  and 
upkeep  of  the  Cornish  Cemeteries  and  that  a  Caretaker  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  each  year  to  have  general  supervision  of  all  ceme- 
teries in  the  Town  and  to  employ  such  labor  as  is  necessary  for  that 
purpose. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that:  A  fee  of  Twenty  Dollars 
($20)  be  collected  by  the  Caretaker  for  all  future  interments  in  the 
Town  of  Cornish.  Said  money  is  to  be  used  for  payment  of  opening 
of  graves  and  registration  of  the  interment  and  any  remaining  sum 
to  be  placed  in  a  Cemetery  Fund  to  be  used  on  order  of  the  Select- 
men for  the  general  care  and  upkeep  of  the  cemeteries. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  in  making  up 
any  deficiency  in  the  Mercer  Fund  and  raise  or  appropriate  money 
therefor. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row money,  if  necessary,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
<or  otherwise  administer  on  property  acquired  through  tax  sales. 


9.     To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the 
support  of  Town  Poor,  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Soldier's  Aid. 

10.  (a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  one  hundredth  of  one  percent  (1/100  of  1%) 
of  the  assessed  valuation  based  on  the  assessment  of  1944  for  the 
purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth- 
Lake  Sunapee  region. 

(b)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  cooperate  with  adjoining 
towns  for  the  erection  of  guide  signs  of  uniform  design  to  mark  cer- 
tain roads  to  be  known  as  "Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Scenic  Routes" 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  Dol- 
lars to  defray  the  cost  and  erection  of  said  signs  on  roads  in  the  town, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  selectmen. 

If  the  town  adopts  the  foregoing,  to  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  (?)  for  the  purpose 
of  additional  repairs  to  roads  so  designated. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($1000)  to  pay  for  the  fifth  bond  of  the  bond  issue  due 
August  1st,  1945  borrowed  to  repair  road  damage  of  June  12,  1940. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Twenty  Dollars  ($120)  to  pay  interest  on  bonds  and  notes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100)  for  Street  Lights  on  Cornish  Flat  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400)  for  sanding  icy  roads. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Three  Hundred  Dollars   ($300)   to  be  used  for  culverts  only. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500)  for  the  support  of  the  Town  Fire  Department. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($1000)  to  add  to  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Purpose  of 
purchasing  New  Highway  Equipment  when  it  becomes  available. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($1500)  for  repairs  and  maintenance  of  Town  Highway 
Equipment,  if  not  used  the  balance  to  revert  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred 
Ninety  Seven  Dollars  Fifty  One  Cents  ($697.51)  and  receive  the 
sum  of  Two  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Ninety  Dollars  Four  Cents 

($2790.04)   from  the  State  to  be  used  on  Class  Five  Roads. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Three  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($300)  for  the  support  of  George  H.  Stowell  Free  Li- 
brary. 


21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Four  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($400)  for  the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Fifty  Dollars  ($150)  to  be  used  to  insure  Town  Employees  against 
accident. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand 
Dollars  ($6000)  to  purchase  land  and  erect  a  suitable  building  for 
housing  Town  Road  and  Fire  Equipment.  Said  sum  to  be  paid  for 
in  six  annual  installments,  or  to  borrow  the  amount  if  necessary. 

(a)      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  necessary  sum 
to  defray  interest  on  the  above  loan. 

24.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300)  for  gravelling  the  road  leading  from 
the  South  Cornish  School  north  east  to  Fred  Smith's  farm. 

25.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  to  gravel  and  provide  turnout  place 
on  the  road  from  Harry  Butman's  place  to  the  Howe  place. 

26.  By  request:  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  paying  the  Tax  Collector  on  a  percentage  and  to  establish  the  rate 
percent. 

27.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Tax  Bills 
presented  to  the  Payers  on  or  before  July  first  of  each  year. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  remove  stumps  from  the  Park 
at  Cornish  Flat  and  grade  same,  wherein  is  erected  a  monument  and 
tablet  to  the  memory  of  our  Cornish  Soldiers,  who  have  made  the 
Supreme  Sacrifice  for  their  Country's  Freedom,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  therefor. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  Two  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($200)  to  be  known  as  the  Joseph  Hilliard  and  Herbert 
Deming  Fund,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Joseph  Hill- 
iard and  Herbert  Deming  Lot  in  the  Edminster  Cemetery.  Donor 
Clyde  L.  Deming. 

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50) 
the  income  of  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  Hiram 
York  lot  in  the  Edminster  Cemetery.  Donor  Ida  E.  York  Hilliard. 

31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  to  be  known  as  the  Littell,  Piatt,  Burling,  Rublee  and 
Grimes  Fund,  the  income  of  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Lit- 
tell, Piatt,  Burling,  Rublee,  and  Grimes  lots  in  the  Chase  Cemetery. 
Donors  Fanny  Littell,  Whittemore  Littell,  Margaret  Piatt,  Louisa 
Burling,  George  Rublee,  and  Frances  Grimes. 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($100)  the  income  of  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  and 
upkeep  of  the  David  G.  Witherill  Lot  in  the  Child  Cemetery  and  to 
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be  known  as  the  David  G.  Witherill  Fund.  Donors  Harry  D.  and 
Elwyn  W.  Witherill. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $50  the  in- 
come for  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Perry  F.  Burr  lot  in  the 
Child  Cemetery  and  to  be  known  as  the  Perry  F.  Burr  Fund.  Donor 
Perry  F.  Burr. 

34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dol- 
lars the  income  for  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Quartis  Fletcher 
lot  in  the  Edminster  Cemetery  and  to  be  known  as  the  Perry  F.  Burr 
Fund.  Donor  Perry  F.  Burr. 

35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $50  the  in- 
come for  which  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  Oliver  P.  Burr  lot  in  the 
Child  Cemetery  to  be  known  as  the  Perry  F.  Burr  Fund.  Donor 
Perry  F.  Burr. 

;  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Account- 
ing and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  an 
audit. 

37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support  United  States  member- 
ship in  a  general  system  of  international  cooperation,  such  as  that 
proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Conference,  having  police  power  to 
maintain  the  peace  of  the  world. 

38.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  rental 
of  land  for  a  Town  Dump  on  the  farm  of  Ludvig  Kuhre  and  to  raise 
sufficient  money  therefor. 

39.  To  hear  reports  of  Officers,  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

40.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

To  the  Citizens  of  Cornish:/ 

We  are  pleased  to  find  that  although  this  report  covers  only  eleven 
months  the  average  number  of  books  loaned  per  month  has  increased 
at  least  10%  over  last  year.  The  magazine  circulation  has  increased 
more  than  that,  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  several  of  our  patrons 
have  given  the  library  their  magazines  thus  permitting  us  to  offer  a 
wider  selection. 

A  very  fine  exhibition  of  school  work  was  on  display  for  two  weeks 
beginning  Memorial  Day  and  forty  children,  beside  the  adult  visitors 
came  to  the  library  to  see  it.  Numerous  posters  have  been  displayed 
during  the  year  and  an  appropriate  exhibit  was  held  during  Book 
Week. 

No  repairs  were  made  this  year,  for  though  the  floors  need  re- 
varnishing  no  one  could  be  found  to  do  it.  We  are  still  waiting  for  the 
drop  lights  between  the  cases  too. 

The  Budget  Estimate  is  offered  with  trepidation  for  the  costs  of 
services,  books  and  supplies  have  increased.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Cornish  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Four  of  our  able  teachers  from  last  year's  teaching  force  are  with 
us  this  year,  Mrs.  Marjerie  Kidder  at  South  Cornish  School,  Mrs. 
Eva  Bernard  at  the  Tracy  School,  Mrs.  Winifred  Barton  at  the  City 
School  and  Mrs.  Marion  Stone  at  the  Center  School.  We  hired  two 
new  teachers  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September,  Mrs.  Marjorie 
Crossman,  an  able  teacher  of  experience  at  the  River  School  and  Miss 
Carol  Raymond,  a  senior  at  Keene  Teachers'  College  at  the  Flat 
School.  At  five  of  the  schools  good  work  has  been  done  and  children 
seem  to  be  progressing  well  in  their  subjects  and  learning  habits  of 
good  citizenship.  At  the  Flat  School  work  began  well  in  the  fall,  but 
soon  discipline  problems  disrupted  the  school.  Although  the  teacher 
corrected  many  things,  it  was  felt  that  both  she  and  the  pupils  would 
have  a  better  chance  under  new  conditions.  Mrs.  Selma  Lovejoy  took 
charge  of  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year.  Mrs.  Lovejoy 
is  an  experienced  teacher  and  I  am  sure  the  people  of  Cornish,  as  well 
as  myself,  feel  very  grateful  to  her. 

It  will  be  a  greater  difficulty  to  find  good  teachers  for  rural  school 
next  year.  The  State  normal  schools  have  only  eighteen  pupils  to 
graduate  this  spring  who  will  be  prepared  to  teach  grade  schools.  The 
state  generally  absorbs  about  one  hundred  new  teachers  each  year. 
When  there  is  a  scarcity  of  teachers  it  is  generally  the  rural  schools 
that  suffer  the  most.  Such  increases  as  the  rural  districts  can  give  are 
absorbed  by  the  increases  in  taxes  to  say  nothing  of  the  increases  in 
the  cost  of  living  conditions. 

May  I  quote  a  paragraph  from  last  year's  report.  "It  would  be  a 
great  help  to  equalize  the  cost  of  education  in  this  state  if  a  law  was 
passed  providing  up  to  $1,500.00  for  each  district  to  help  maintain 
high  schools  or  to  pay  tuitions  and  other  expenses  of  high  school 
pupils."  It  seems,  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  that  the  present  Legis- 
lature will  consider  a  bill  along  these  lines. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Cornish  School  Board  for  their  helpful  sugges- 
tions, hard  work  and  patience;  the  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  for 
their  kindness.
